county, California, with the intention 
of extracting f i om its wutei s soda ash, 
bi-oarbonate of soda, caustic soda and 
other bi-products, with which those 
waters are so strongly imprptrnntod. 
without doubt the largest alkali de- 
posit in A meiica. About $250,000 have 
been invested in land and works nt the 
lake; this year's productions being 
over 3.000 tons of excelleot carbonate 


of soda. 


So far a dividend has never been de- 


clared, although I believe the consump- 
tion of carbonate of soda and its com- 
pounds in the United States is about 
250,000 tons per annum, tbe greater
